Larry Cushing dedicated 
his life's work to children 


When Larry Cushing retired in 
1978 as Wilmington’s first 
athletic director, he was 
honored as a man who truly had 
become a “legend in his own 
time. 

For nearly five decades he 
had committed himself totally to 
helping children and teenagers 
As a result, when he died 
Monday, his loss was mourned 
by literally thousands of his 
former students, whose lives 
had been intimately touched by 
this dedivated man. 

Larry was an 


outstanding 


athlete amateur, collegiate 
and professional. He fathered 
eight children, But his con 


tributions extended beyond his 
own family activities or his 
personal career in sports. It 
embraced the _ healthy 
development of the youngsters 
of the entire community 
Baseball was his first love. He 
was picked up by the Red Sox. 
while pitching in the Boston 
Park Department League. But 
he also starred in football and 
basketball. And when family 
mistortune and the outbreak of 
World War II interrupted his 
career at Harvard, he fought his 
way through the war as a Seabee 
and then went on to get 
Bachelor's and Master's 
degrees at Boston University 
Years of professional and 
semi-pro baseball, football and 
basketball throughout New 
England and the Atlantic coast 
uniquely qualified him to 
become the first physical 
education teacher and director 
of athletics in the Wilmington

school system 
While establishing athletic 
and recreational programs for 
youngsers. he could also cap- 
livate their-interest by relating 
how he played with’stars like 
Yogi Berra, current manager of 
the N_Y. Yankees, or when as a 
youth he pitched batting 
practice for Babe Ruth and Lou 
Gehrig, and how, as a scout, he 
recommended Tony and Billy 
Conigliaro and pitcher Wilbur 
Wood to the Red Sox 

Even betore his teaching 
career began, he helped form 
Wilmington High's first football 
team in 1934-35. He raised 
money to finance baseball and 
basketball clinics and in- 
troduced junior American Lite 
League and adult softball 
leagues’ in Wilmington to give 
deprived youngsters an outlet 


A family of ‘townies’ 


1 couldn't have asked for a 
better father,’ said Jack 
Cushing. 

No tribute to Larry Cushing 
would be complete without 
mentioning Larry's tamily. Kids 
were a big part of Larry’s life 
he had eight of his own, not to 
mention the thousands he had in 
the schools. 

One great salistaction tor this 
man was to see his children 
grow up to reflect many of his 
own beliefs, and to extend and 
carry on his work. When Jack 
Cushing was named as Good 
Guy, the recipient was very 
much the son of Larry Cushing, 
and the work which brought the 
award to Jack was no doubt 
inspired by his tather. Jack has 
served on the Wilmington 
Recreation Commission tor 
years, many of them as 
chairman, and has built a 
reputation for accomplishment 
He is also the chairman of the 
Fourth ot July Committee, a 
group which has given the 
people of Wilmington the pride 
and enjoyment of a hometown 
summer holiday. In addition to 
devoting a great deal of personal 
energy to his tasks, Jack also

Jim Miceli 
and Petter Coppinger trom Sen 
Patricia McGovern’s office 

The tunding for the $110,000 
hght will come from a_ tran: 
sportation bond issue passed by 
the legislature last spring rather 
than trom the $8 billion fiscal 
1985 state budget recently 
signed by Gov. Michael 
Dukakis. The multi-million 
dollar transportation bond issue 
covers a wealth of public works 
projects, including traffic light 
installation, and is administered 
by the state department of 
pubhe works 

Miceli gained house support 
tor a line item setting aside 
funding for the light. That line 
ilem survived a budget’ con- 
lerence between members of the 
house and senate, but the 
governor vetoed it. However, 
Miceli says that Frank Keete, 
secretary of administration and 


finance, has assured him that 
Dukakis vetoed the item only 
because there was another 
source of funding 

Coppinger also 
Keefe's office has 
McGovern’s office a 
confirming that funding tor the 
light will come from the tran:

Although thete is no date when 
the light will actually be in- 
stalled, Coppinger said the work 
will be performed “in a 
reasonable time frame.”

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600 tons of water: too much of a good thing

Did the reader ever lose 600 
tons of fresh water? 
The writer did, once. 


Tt was 
not exactly lost. It was just 
taken from him. 

July 6, 1944 was the day that 
the Allied Armies invaded 
Normandy. Popularly called D 
Day, the 40th anniversary was 
observed just about a month 
ago 

‘The writer was in command 
on an American troop ship, in 
the mid-Atl@mtic’ on that day, 
bound for the Mediterranean 
He was taking American troops 
to Naples, Italy. The story was 
told in the Town Crier on July 6. 

To command a troop snip in 
wartime ts a sort of special way 
of living. The probably popular 
hought is that the captain Just 
lived an easy lite, especially 
when he wasn't dodging through 
mine fields. or past submarines, 
or lool enemy planes

Tenis, Lithuanian born but an 
American citizen, didn't claim 
to be the type of engineer who 
solved all his problems ona slide 
rule, but he did know machinery 
and he was a man of practical 
sense.

The captain could tell him 
where he wanted the water 
stored and things like that, and 
Tenis would do as told. Other 
engineers might put up an 
argument, but not Tenis, He 
didn't own a slide rule, He was 
happy not to have to make 
decisions of that kind. 

‘The ship used about 50 tons of 
water a day. It was capable of 
making 20 tons by boiling 
(evaporating) salt water, and 
then condensing the steam with 
the salt remaining in the 
evaporator 

I! the evaporator could run 24 
hours a day it could “make” 24 
tons of water. But for four hours 
a day it was disassembled while 
wipers, the lowest engineroom 
rank, banged away at the pipes 
inside, and knocked out all the 
salt 

That was with Atlantic sea 
water, Mediterranean water 
was much more salty and the 
evaporator had to be 
disassembled about twice a day. 
A ship was lucky if it could make 
25 tons of water in 24 hours. 

It wasn't easy to get fresh 
water in port, in the "Med" 
during the war. Pipelines had 
been destroyed in many of the 
European ports and, in North 
Africa, the freshest water had 
sall in it and also was scarce. 
Tenis Mehtra and the captain 
had a subject over which to 
worry which probably bothered 
few of the hundreds of persons 
on board.

The ship went to Naples and 
discharged the troops. No water 
was to be had in that port. Of 
course fresh water was being 
supplied by the evaporator, but 
in the Med, the evaporator did 
not give enough water to just 
keep the ship going. 

“ Atier a few days the ship was 
sent to Oran in North Africa, 
Algeria. The troops who 
were carried were prisoners, 
American soldiers who had been 
tound guilty of crimes in Court 
Martials, Actually, they were a 
lot of tun 

A white line was painted on 
the deck. The prisoners had to 
keep forward of that line at all 
times. There was a company of 
military police, who had orders 
to shoot any prisoner who tried 
to cross that line 

The ship had an orchestra, a 
volunteer orchestra, consisting 
of a couple of accordions, some 
other instruments and a drum 
‘The orchestra used to play every 
night for an hour or so starting 
about six o'clock. 

So the captain suggested that 
the orchestra go forward, and sit 
on Number Two hatch and play 
for the prisoners. The sailors 
were glad to do so, and the 
prisoners were pleasantly 
surprised. It would seem it was 
the first time anyone had been 
kind to them since the court 
martial 

‘Those prisoners were under 
severe sentences. A soldier 
could get up to 12 years for in 
stance, for stealing a truck for a 
joyride. The music, to them, was 
well appreciated. They would 
form up in companies and 
march, very, very close 
together, to the music. It was a 
hilarious game at times. 

When the prisoners were sent 
ashore in Oran they cheered the 
ship, which certainly wasn’t 
something that ordinarily 
happens. The military police 
who were on the dock to receive 
the prisoners thought a riot was 
going on and started to react at 
first, but nothing untoward 
happened. 

There was the ship, in Oran, 
Algeria, tied up to Pier One. 
Oran, situated in the northern 
part of Africa, had only a limited 
water supply which came from a 
lake some 15 or 20 miles away 
The water was not salty, but 
neither was it fresh. 

‘There was a water main to be 
seen under the pier, running toa 
hydrant on the dock, but every 
ship was forbidden to take water 
from that hydrant or any other 
If every ship took water there 
would be none for the city of 
Oran. 

Pier One was an old berth for 
the Benjamin Goodhue. The ship 
was making her sixth voyage to 
the Mediterranean in something 
over a year. It had docked at 
Pier One, Oran, before. 

Tenis Mehtra did not need a 
slide rule to solve the water 
problem. He was a practical 
engineer. " 

He and his 
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engineer, some months ago, had 
rigged a temporary platform 
under the pier one night. They 
had drilled a hole into that 
pipeline. They had installed a 
the kind one sees 
outside many homes for the 
supply of the lawn or garden 
hose. 

The hole, and the petcock 
were’on the other side of the 
water main away from the ship. 
It was not to be seen, under 
ordinary circumstances. 

When the ship docked in Oran, 
as it sometimes did, if it was 
assigned to Pier One, the cap- 
tain tried to be at a spot that 
would be handy for Chiet 
Engineer Mehtra and his first 
assistant, Then, after sunset the 
two men would sneak out under 
the pier and hook up a garden 
hose to the water supply for 
Oran. 

Every morning, after the 
night's work, that hose would be 
removed and stored away. More 
than once the Benjamin 
Goodhue was in the right place 
to help herself to some of Oran's 
precious water. No one else 
knew about that petcock. In- 
deed, the possibility exists that 
the water main has that 
petcock, after 40 years. 

So, during those days of late 
July and early August in 1944, 
the Benjamin Goodhue had her 
water tanks refilled more and 
more, every night. Then, during 
the day, the engineers would 
evaporate the slightly salty 
water and condense the steam to 
get fresh water. They would 
then store away the results. The 
fresh water supply grew and 
grew. Both the captain and the 
chief engifieer had secret smiles 
on their faces. 

What if the engine room 
wipers were busy every few 
d banging away at the 
disassembled evaporators? You 
never could tell what an 
engineer would be doing, 
anyway! 

Finally, in early August, the 
ship got orders, It was to sail for 
an unknown destination. There 
would be troops. The ship's draft 
could not be more than 23 feet 
six inches. 

And 500,000 gallons of gasoline 
were put into the lower holds of 
the ship. The gas was in jerry 
(five gallon) cans and in bigger 
cans, up to barrels of 42 gallons. 

The troops came on board 
The soldiers were from 
Morocco, elements of the First 
Moroccan Division. Popularly 
they were called "“Goums," and 
they were tough fighting men. 
They were, of course, a part of 
the French Army, with French 
officers. 

The ship, invasion loaded, 
sailed for southern France. The 
captain had certified that the 
draft (depth) of the vessel was 
not over feet six inches. 
Actually it was pretty close to 24 
feet ~ but what captain is going 
to lose 600 tons of water if he has 
it up his sleeve? 

‘There were many ships in that 
invasion. It took the south of 
France, trom Marseilles to

New Hampshire has had the 
reputation in recent years as 
being fickle in its politics, Just 
consider the presidential 
primaries as an example.

The root of all 
this may be traced back to the 
1800s, when a tiny town in New

When Davy Crockett became a 
congressman he vowed to do 
away with West Point, which he 
claimed served little purpose 
other than to provide a haven for 
sons of wealthy aristocrats. 
Daniel Webster was considered 
one of the most outstanding 
orators and senators of his time, 
yet he was also known for one big 
weakness: his inability to 
manage money properly.

fellow by the name of Nicholas 
Biddle. 

Well, at least Webster was 
never accused of stealing money 
from the federal government. The 
first fellow to allegedly steal 
more than a million dollars from 
the government was Samuel 
Swartwout, who worked as the 
collector for the Port of New 
York. As far as it is known, 
Swartwout got away with em- 
bezzling the money, too. He fled to 
Europe and was never heard 
from again. That is, Uncle Sam 
never heard from him again 

With all the secret service 
agents standing guard up on 
Capitol Hill in Washington, D.C., 
these days, it isn’t likely that a 
gun could be smuggled into the 
Senate chambers. Yet during 
Martin Van Buren's term as vice- 
president, he was known for 
presiding over the Senate 
wearing a pair of six guns.

In fact, according 
to “Clear Intent,” a copy of a 
chapter of a textbook formerly in 
use at the US.

“Clear Intent” is a fascinating 
read. It aims to remove the 
shroud of discredit which 
Greenwood says still clings about 
the subject, from a variety of 
causes: hoaxsters, national 
tabloids with screaming  sen- 
sational headlines — “I Gave 
Birth to a Space-Alien’s Baby,” 
and the bizarre, the fanciful and 
the sheer fantastic of cinema 


“Them,” “Invasion of the Body- 
snatchers,"’ and even, “Attack of 
the Killer Tomatoes."” 


The aim of “Clear Intent” is 
not, like Hamlet's tale, to frighten 
the reader, to freeze his blood or 
make.his hairs stand on end with 
accounts of humanoids and 
animal mutilation, Barry 
Greenwood said, but rather to 
bring UFO research to the light of 
the day 

He said the U. S. Government's 
attitude seems to be: “When it's 
explainable, then we'll talk about 
it," yet he believes that the 
American public should be 
Participants in the discyssion and 
speculation on the UFO 
phenomenon — and wishes that 
the government would give the 
American people greater credit 
for having the intelligence and 
maturity to weigh the available 
evidence and form their own 
conclusions about it. 

“Freedom of the press," ac- 
cording to the American Institute 
Forum, “Is accepted as the 
bedrock of a free society on the 
premise that only an informed 
public can effectively govern 
itself,"’ 

But freedom of the press cannot 
be sustained without the right to 
know the available facts, 
Greenwood said, which is just 
another way of saying, to para- 
phrase Roy Neary in Steven 
Spielberg's ‘Close Encounters of 
the Third Kind:"

Regional Blood Program is the 
second largest in the nation, with 
Processing centers in Boston, 
Peabody, Worcester, Springfield, 
Mass., also Portland and Bangor, 
Maine. Annual production is 
390,000 units. Persons in good 
health can and should donate 


regularly so that this most 
precious commodity is available 
to the less fortunate. Fifty-six 
days is minimum donor cycle. 
About 4 to 5 percent of a com- 
munity donates all the blood used 
by 96 percent of the community 


Whole blood has a 21 day shelf 
life, after which, it is disposed of, 
or goes to research, which gets 99 
Percent of the outdated product. 
Peabody is a platelet producing 
center. They are produced within 
six hours of donation and must be 
used within five days. They do not 
lend themselves to freezing, as 
plasma or whole blood for 
example. The blood units from 
eight donors is required to 
provide one transfusion unit of 
platelets, 


Because Boston is a major 
medical center, it is necessary to 
import blood from rural areas 
where the need is less and the 
donor base is rather large. On 
‘donor days’, 150 potential donors 
are needed to obtain 120 to 130 
units, Joyce Foley closed her

“Best Defense’ starring

A nearly accurate gauge of a 
bad movie is the fidgeting in the 
theater.

“The Neverending Story” 


Whatever the reason, 
Defense” is best not seen. 
This bumbling attempt at 
comedy succeeds only in making 
fools out of Eddie Murphy and 
Dudley Moore, who are two very 
talented comedians with agents 
who must be semi-literate for 
letting them make this movie. 

The story begins in California, 
1982, with Moore as an in- 
competent engineer working on a 
supertank for the army. A 
parallel story unfolds in which 
Murphy is stationed in Kuwait in 
1984, commanding the tank Moore 
built. Unfortunately, there is so 
little sympathy built up for either 
Moore or Murray, no one could 
care less about the outcome. 

Huyck, who also directed, does 
not use the endearing, huggable 
qualities for which Moore is 
known, but instead guides him 
through a series of frenzied, 
slapstick vignettes which fall flat.

One more pointed finger of 
blame: Huyck and Katz have a 
racist approach to the Arabs in 
this film, who come across as 
bungling idiots. And this same 
one-dimensional approach is 
given to the women, who are 
either nasty and frigid or their 
brains are overlooked for their 
lascivious qualities.

Ever watch one hundred 
billion tons of briny water slowly 
making its way toward shore? 

Such a spectacular sight is 
Possible twice a day almost 
anywhere along the southern 
coast of New Brunswick, 
Canada’s Picture Province. This 
is where an incredible amount of 
ocean water presents itself in the 
form of the tides of Fundy, one of 
the most restless enigmas of 
nature. 

These tides surge from the open 
Atlantic through the rocky portals 
of the Bay of Fundy every 12 
hours and 30 minutes, bringing 
with them water equal to the 
average 24-hour flow of all the 
rivers of the world. And that's a 
lot of water no matter how you 
look at it. 

Vacationing families come to 
New Brunswick to enjoy its scenic 
beauty and all-season activity, its 
bilingual hospitality and to relax 

where there's plenty of space, 
peace and quiet. Many come as 
though drawn by an invisible 
force and in response to an age- 
old urge — the pull of the earth's 
tides 

All marvel as the giant tides 
that can lift Fundy’s surface 11 to 
15 metres (35 to 50 feet) come in 
so fast, especially in the eastern 
extremity of the bay, that the 
water can go up 30 cm (one foot) 
in seven minutes, During their 
visit the tides climb barnacle- 
crusted legs of wooden wharves in 
scores of communities along the 
jagged perimeter of the Bay of 
Fundy, swell tiny creeks, sub- 
merge reefs, and sand bars, 
beaches and mud flats, and at- 
tack old Acadian dikes that have, 
down the centuries, zealously 
defended rich marshlands from 
the ravages of the sea 

These tides have not only left 
their indelible mark on the people 
who inhabit Fundy’s coastal and 
island communities, but tangible 
evidence of an awesome power

that manifested itself when the 
world began. Down the eons of 
time these tides have sculpted the 
Flower Pot Rocks at Hopewell 
Cape, quarried the echo caves at 
St. Martins and continue to 
program the daily arrival and 
departure of the Tidal Bore of the 
Petitcodiac River. 

And just to show off a rather 
distorted sense of humor, the 


tides charge the mouth of the 


mighty St. John River so violently 
at certain times of the day that 
the rapids there retreat in 
disorder, causing them to reverse 
direction and forcing the river to 
flow backward 

Ocean tidal action is common 
around the world but Fundy tides 
are the highest becaue of the 
shape of the bay. The tidewater 
comes in normaily just as it does 
everywhere else when it entei 
the Bay of Fundy at its widest 
point. But the further up the bay it 
travels the more it changes, the 
water literally piling up as it 
moves up the bay. It is, in effect, 
squeezed by the ever-narrowing 
sides and the constant shallowing 
of the bottom, forcing the water 
higher up the shore. 


The tides reach a maximum 16 
metres (52'% feet) at the bay 
eastern extremity. In each tide, 
magnified by the funnel shape, 
the volume of water exchanged is 
equal to a container_measuring 
several billion cubic metres 
(yards), But that's not-a#t———a 
heavy gale (and Fundy battles 
many of these) may boost the 
height of the tide by several 
metres 

Another reason why the Fundy 
tides are so high is that the low or 
ebb tide running out of the bay 
collides with the new, incoming 
high tide, combining’ forces to 
make a higher wave coming in 
This combination of wave forces 
is called resonance. 

To those who follow the antics 
of Fundy the tide is at its highest 


LOWTIDE at “The Rocks” 
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and lowest at different times each 
day. The tides work on a moon or 
lunar day@ifrich is 24 hours and 50 
minutes long or 50 minutes longer 
than our sun or solar day. In other 
words, tomorrow’s high and low 
tides will be 50 minutes later than 
they were today which is rather 
interesting and also rather 
confusing. 

The mechanics of tides is a 
complex subject but it’s the pull 
of the moon that does most of the 
work. Sometimes the sun gives a 
hand when the moon and sun are 
in phase, or lined up, with the 
earth. This occurs about twice a 
month, once at the new moon, 
again when the moon is full. The 
resulting tides are some 20 per- 
cent higher than normal. These 
are called “spring” tides which 
has nothing to do with time of 
year or season but simply means 
“when waters spring up from the 
sea."’ In between these tides are 
lower ones called “neap"’ from 
the Anglo-Saxon word meaning 
sparse or scanty 

‘The sea has always played a 
major role in the development of 
New Brunswick, providing her 
people an industry, a playground 
and a source of tribulation. The 
tudes of Fundy have contributed a 
use much of the 
Fundy area has been influenced 
by them. Ships must wait for the 
tide to rise before they can enter 
Fundy's ports or sail from them. 
The tide governs fishing and 
influences the weather. By 
pushing depth-chilled water to the 
top where it collides with sun- 
warmed air, it air-conditions the 
summers and hatches fog banks. 

The Isles of Fundy Deer, 
Campobello and Grand Manan 
located in the Bay of Fundy off 
the southwest corner of the 
province, are affected by the tidal 
rhythm that raises local water 
levels quite substantially 
although not as high as recorded 
farther up the bay. When the tides 
are full and running strong the 
world's second largest whirlpool, 
the “Old Sow,"’ may be seen a few 
hundred feet off-shore from the 
tip of Deer Island Point. Here 
among the islands can be seen 
porpoises, seals, whales and vast 
flocks of sea birds drifting with 
the tides. Herring weirs, which 
are large nets fastened to high 
poles and which trap schools of 
fish as they follow the tides, form

seascape. 

When you venture onto the 
Fundy shore when the sea is calm 
you're in for an unusual ex- 
perience; you will seem to be 
surrounded by an unnatural 
stillness, an uneasy quiet punc- 
tuated only by the piaintive call of 
a gliding seagull or the mournful 
dirge of a channel buoy, each 
warning of treacherous shoals 
and rocky ledges lying in wait for 
the unwary just below the surface 
of the sea. 

Visitors to the resort town of St 
Andrews have an almost unin- 
terrupted view of 
Passamaquoddy Bay, famed in 
story and debate as the focal point 
of an off-again-on-again series of 
schemes to harness the tides of 
Fundy. Here it was in 1919 that a 
young engineer Dexter Cooper, a 
native of New York who used to 
spend his summers on Cam 
pobello Island, had a vision that 
would, if implemented, harness 
the tides and supply cheap 
electrical energy to a waiting 
continent. 

A Saint John engineer Wallace 
B. Turnbull, inventor of the first 
variable-pitch airplane propellor 
as well as other pioneer 
developments in aeronautics, was 
equally convinced that utilizing 
the tidal movements of 
Passamaquoddy Bay on the 
Maine-New Brunswick border 
held the answer to all the power 
needs of the Atlantic Provinces 
and New England forever. 

These ingenious men weren't 
the first to seriously consider 
tidal energy. A mill pz 
powered by tidal force 
under the instruction of Sieur de 
Poutrincourt at Port Ro 
1609, three years after Samuel de 
Champlain established 
‘st settlement on an is 
St. Croix River in New Brun. 
swick. Two tidal-energized grist 
mills were operated on 
Passamaquoddy Bay before 1800. 

It is known that there were at 
least two tide mills in the Saint 
John area. One was near where 
the old Union Railway Station 
was located and it was from this 
installation that Pond and Mill 
streets in that same area got their 
names. The other one was located 
on the western side of the harbour 
near the former town of Lan 
caster at a place known as

The closest New Brunswick has 
ever come to witnessing a com- 
mercial-scale Fundy tidal power 
reality was in the mid-1930s when 
the Quoddy Plan authorizea py 
executive order of U.S. President 
Roosevelt got underway and work 
started on building a two-dam 
system in Passamaquoddy Bay, 
near Eastport, Maine. Roosevelt 
vas also a summer resident of 
Campobello who knew the tides at 
first hand from his boyhood 
yachting days.
